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1. The extremely lucid presentation of "The Grossbahn Problem”, contained 
in reference A has been most grateihlly received. It completely dispels a few 
of the doubts which recently . have been gathering in our minds as to the probable 
outcome of this unusual disposal case. 

2. We were just on the verge of pouching a Grossbahn Progress Report giv- 
ing a resume of what we had dona to .date and recapitulating the points on which 
we were awaiting word from you...vhen reference A arrived. All of the points we 
raise have been answered by your dispatch, with the. exception of an acaMaaodation 
address for CG-3 when she departs for ' Germany. :> This, however, is a separate 
problem and can and should be handled as such. Merely in order that the adbrlnis- 
trative side of the Grossbahn operational file anight be kept up to date, and ve 
are not adjudged lax in keeping up with our progress reporting, we would like to 
allow the Progress Report to stand as is and submit it as an attachment to this 
dispatch. Vfe find the charting of things yet to be done, as shown in the Pro- 
gress Report, helpful in .keeping in mind precisely where we want to go. 

3* We should, now, like to go over some of the specific points in reference 
A so that you will be completely informed as to what is happening here; 

i a. Re. paras. 1 and 2: Grossbahn certainly will not depart Austria 

without the final word from yon. We have adapted this policy since final ter- 
mination was first decided, for we could well imagine the chaos should Grossbahn 
arrive at a port of .entry without., the way being completely prepared. Secondly,, 
a a you point out in paragraph 1, there is .just the remote possibility that some- 
thing unforeseen of a security nature might crop up at the last moment so that 
the entire plan would have to be abandoned. We, too, feel, (and certainly hope) 
that all security checks will give him a reasonably clean bill of health, but 
one never knows in this business. 

b. C 3 of Mill has informed us that there should be 

no difficulty in renewing Grossbahn 1 a visa, using the old number, and we do plan 
on getting this, into motion about 15 December. As we have stated in paragraph 4 
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of the attached Progress Report, it will be about mid January 1954 before we 
can get the Grossbahn group on their way. First cause for delay was the 
ODURGEr waiver; second cause was receipt of information that they had to move 
as a unit, and the group would be delayed until visas were secured for the. 
wife and son. Coupled with these two main reasons were the logistical prob- 
lems connected with closing out their household and arranging for shipment 
of their effects to the U. S. 

c. Re. para* 3 > Household Goods : See paragraph 6 of attached Pro- 

gress Report. We pl-n on seeing Grossbahn as soon a3 possible. If he still 
lias no word from his Hamburg contact, we will instruct him that he is to bring 
in a Lira or Salzburg mover and secure an estimate ironed! atejy . We will 
cable as soon aa we have a figure. 

d. Re. para. 5, U. 3. Contact Arrangements : We are indeed pleased 

to- hear that Grossbahn vdll be escorted, through ODURGE formalities on entry. 
See paragraph 4 of Progress Report attached; the Grossbahn group will move 
via ship rather than plane as originally planned, reason being that Gross- 
bahn 1 s wife simply refuses to fly. Final arrangements, then, with ODURGE 
should reflect this change. We will cable the ship, ETA, and point of entry 
when known. We presume . the latter will be New York but will confirm this. 

e. Re. para. 5 , References : The arrangement you suggest follows 

right along with what ve have told Grossbahn tentatively. We will expect de- 
tails on the final arrangements as soon as they are- confirmed. We will cer- 
tainly brief Grossbahn to-- -steer clear of applying for any sensitive positions 
■where he might be the subject of a searching security investigation. Your 
point here is extremely well taken. We also vdll have Grossbahn prepare for 
ua a rundown on exactly what he ‘has done to date in regard to job hunting and 
what his tentative piano are for the future. We will also have him answer the 
other specific points you raise in paragraph 5, i. where he will go after 
arrival in New York, in which part of the country he will most likely settle, 
and what leads arid/or conraitments he might already have. He vdll be instruc- 
ted to keep you informed after arrival (through the P, 0. Box mentioned in 
paragraph 4b) on his success in job hunting. 

f. Re. para, .6, Acknowledgment of Party Membership : It is most 

helpful to have this information, for as we indicated in E ASA-2412, we were 
apprehensive lest we offer Grossbahn some unsound advice. We are still not 
clear on.' exactly what will happen when Grossbahn adults his. Nazi affiliations 
in ansWering question 8 of the Application to Ele Petition for Naturaliza- 
tion which you attached to Reference A. As paragraph 7 of Reference A indi- 
cates,. Grossbahn will not.be talcing such action until 195& at the earliest; 
so ve have some time to worry this matter. Ne’ presume fixun the 'hording of 
paragraphs 6 and 7 that on receipt of application in 1958, Grossbahn 1 s file 
would be checked and the 1953 waiver discovered to explain away his being in 
the U. S. In any case, we certainly will instruct Grossbahn immediately that 
he is to answer any and all such questions truthfully and to follow out the 
instructions contained in paragraph 6, Regarding the Addendum to reference A, 
ve sent SSALZ-.1984: on 20 November 1953 in reply to DIR-27694. h r e were again 
in touch with £ 3 of MOB via phone today (9 De comber), and 

he will attempt to make copies of the application form and scratch sheet in 
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Groasbahn^ file at the Munich Consulate* Falling this, to are sending ill* 
word tomorrow (10. December) to let us have the exact wording of the politi- 
cal and military information furnished* Needless to say, the limich Con- 
sulate was given true information, however brief, which seems to be the 
baaio question involved* However, in compliance with your request in the 
Addendum, we will cable the precise wording as soon aa we havo it* 

4* As indicated in the foregoing, we will secure all desired inform** 
tion from Groasbahn and pouch it as soon as we can* We do plan on giving 

Groasbahn a sterile and general brief on the main points of reference^ that !

Still remaining to be . handled are agents PP-3 (the remaining Police source in 
Salzburg) and KE~1 (Grosabahn f a priest friend) in Linz. Wo will probably as- 
sign an SOB case officer (as yet undecided) to handle PP-3 and intend to 
establish a loose oontact with KB- 1 in Linz. Be appears to be a fairly val- 
uable casual contact! as he is probably one of the most politically active 
Jesuits in the area. W-l (formerly AA-3) was dropped on 30 November 1953 
for lack of initiative! lack of interest, and general unsuitability as an 
agent. 

2. CO-3 and CC-4. CC-4 is being dropped effective 31 December 2953* 

She will probably secure private employment in the Salzburg area. CC-3 will 
be dropped at the time that Grosabahn finally departs for the US. We hope 
to be able to furnish an address for her in Germany, in the event she feels 
aha can be of use to KUBARK aga|n. (See EASA * s 2579 2580.) 

3. Visas . Groasbahn^ visa is- already secured. This was reported in 
EASA-199?. Application for the .wife's and son 1 s visas were made at . the 
Munich Consulate on 13 Novomben.1953. There should be no complications; 
both have passed their .phyaicaT’eocaffiinations, and it is only a question of 
time before the actual visas are issued. We will probably have to renew 
Grosabahn* o visa (it expires on 23 December 1953); however, MOB assures us 
this should present no problau. 



4* • Departure Date . Our secondary plan called for Groasbahn and son to 
depart Austria, by air, about 15 December, with the wife following by boat 
about 15 March 1954. This was in order that she might close out the house- 
hold and give Groasbahn a chance to got established in a new Job in the US 
before she joined him. On 13 November 1953 we learned that this plan was 
impossible, that they had to move as one family group. This, coupled with 
recent delays cafelr -. from Headquarters in securing the final 0DURCH3 waiver 
(see most recent cable DIR-29146 on this problem) means that it will- prob- 
ably be somewhere about 15 to 31 January 1954 before we actually get the 
Groasbahn group moving on their tfay to the US. We have still ’ll made any 
reservations for them for surface transportation during the planned, depart-, 
ure period duo to the lack of final confirmation from Headquarters that en- 
. trance into, the US is insured. When final word is received, we plan to 
attempt, for security reasons, to secure the reservations in Munich,- possibly 
with the assistance of MOB, We will advise. Headquarters by cable of ship, 
date, and port of entry, as soon as this information is available.

6. Household Effects , Grosabahn, prior to the receipt of D1R-27255# vaa 
instructed to secure an estimate of the .cost of moving his household goods 
via surface transportation to the US. He turned this Tiattor over to a Ham- 
burg shipping. firm with whom he maintains good connections and as yet has not 
received the final answer. He did fhmish them with all necessary measurements 
and weights' As. soon as we have the answer, this information will be cabled 
to Headc^arters. 
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
